BYLAWS de Steve (NO8M) 

Interest has been expressed in reviewing and perhaps modifying the Bylaws. Some areas 
of interest follow: 

Are there too many trustees? Getting a quorum in the summer months is sometimes 
difficult. If the number of trustees were dropped from the current 13 to 9, we would need 
five to make a quorum. This would mean that we would have five trustees and four 
officer/trustees. (The president has no vote except to break a tie.) 

An problem arose in a past trustee meeting when a trustee resigned and we could not 
muster a quorum to replace that trustee. It seems that we only need a majority of the 
trustees in office to replace a trustee who resigned. However, a majority of the whale 
authorized number is needed to conduct business. A trustee's resignation must be accepted 
(by a majority the whole number) to have the resignation be official. Hence, if seven of our 
nine trustees were to resign, we could not accept their resignations (we would only have six 
left) and North Coast would cease to exist. Should the bylaws read that a trustee's 
resignation is official upon receipt of the resignation by the Secretary? Should a quorum be 
defined as a majority of the trustees in office? 

The term of the trustees (three years) may be too long to foster interest in the 

position. Should a trustee term be changed to yearly or hi-yearly? 
Current bylaws require that to change a bylaw requires two-third vote of the membership. 
Many persons have joined our club without an interest in active participation. They support 
North Coast, they want to get the Communicator, perhaps they like to sell candy. They 
belong for whatever reason. When asked to vote on an an issue such as a bylaw change, some 
of these people do not wish to participate due to their not being invalved in the other 
processes. Just getting two-thirds of the members to vote may be a problem. How about 
allowing a bylaw change on the affirmative vote of two-thirds of the ballots submitted? 

Well, there are the suggestions made so far. Have any more? Let me know. 


NOMINATIONS 

Per our bylaws, trustee nominations will be taken at the November general meeting. 
Please consider if you may be interested in serving the club in this position. 

Trustees must have an amateur radio license of any class. They are elected for a 
period of three years.

In order to maximize the effectiveness 
of this effort, most of the actual 
operating procedures have had to be kept 
confidential. 


It has been decided that this 
operation will continue as an on-going 
activity and therefore be expanded to 
include a wider base of participants. 
The committee is a working unit. It has 
no dues, no newsletter, no formal 
structure. These facits of most 
organizations are not appropriate here. 
Overall, the operations of the committee 
are supported by donations of time and 
equipment from concerned individuals, 
law-enforcement agencies, and various 
repeater groups. 


By and large the methods employed 
so far are having a positive effect, so 
there is no reason to make drastic 
changes or publicize specific details. 
The key to the operation is that it 
revolves around a core group (whose 
participants vary depending on 
availability) which does the actual work 
in the field tracking down interference. 
The members of the group thus work from 
a growing base of past hands-on 
experience, but continue to regroup each 
time there is a new source of 
interference. 


Operations are conducted strictly 
on a "need-to-know" basis, whereupon 
members call on each other for 
assistance only as appropriate. The 
presidents of the various repeater clubs 
know how to contact the core group and 
therefore act as liason for reports. 
The rest of the membership does not need 
to know. However, the group can benefit 


greatly from input by the general 
membership committee, such as getting 
initial information as to the general 
geographic source of the interference. 


Members of the committee are not 
required to be active in the core group. 
However, by filling out the information 
record, they are letting us know that 
they are interested in helping should we 
be able to use their’ services. 


Basically, it is time to stand up 
and be counted. If you are concerned or 
bothered by by malicious interference 
and don't know what to do about it, here 
is your chance. If you are not part of 
the problem, then try to be part of the 
solution. Other than getting some 
personal satisfaction out of presenting 
your vote of confidence and appreciation 
to those who have been working so hard, 
it may just be the most UNrewarding 
thing you will ever do! 


If you would like to lend your 
support please fill out the Interference 
Committee Information Record. Please 
realize that a lack of reply on our part 
will not mean you have been "rejected". 


Remember, there are no newsletters 
and no mailings. General information 
will continue to be given out by using 
the existing repeater club newsletters. 
You will only be contacted if it appears 
that some specific information, talent, 
qualification, etc. which you iis CaO. 
supply with the form correlates with a 
specific need of the field group.

Information bulletins on the state of the sun and the earths magnetic field came back 
on WWV last week. The news is mostly good. The solar flux reached 76 on October 12, the 
highest figure since last spring. This means noticeably higher MUF than we have experienced 
in several months, a condition that shows in the propagation charts given monthly in QST. 
They also show the 10 Meter band opening at least briefly to many points in the southern 
hemisphere during late October and early November. The 21 Mhz band has even been good to 
southern and central Europe recently at the woters Florida location, and it should get better 
in early November. 

The latter part of October may be rather poor in the high latitudes, as the result of 
the return of active areas of the sun that brought low signal levels and severe fading through 
much of the middle third of September. 

Several small sunspots, presumably of the new cycle, have been seen recently by 
amateur observers. This is normal for up to a year before the old cycle gives way to the 
new, but cycle 21 is quite obviously running out of gas. 

American sunspot numbers for October 2 through 8 were between 10 and 19 with a 
mean of 15.6. AR

VEC's to Maintain Question Poals 

The FCC will no longer invalve itself in maintaining the pools of questions for Amateur 
Radio examinations. Acting in PR Docket 85-196, it has amended Part 97 to permit Volunteer 
Examiner Coordinators (VECs) to maintain the poals of questions. The effective date of these 
rule amendments will be announced in a future FCC public notice. 

This FCC action is contrary to the ARRL's position. The League, in its formal 
comments, urged the FCC to oontinue to maintain question pools to ensure a single, high 
quality pool af questions for each examination element. Since there are numerous VECs, a 
number of different question poals could evalve, which would differ in quality, consistency and 
difficulty. The FCC partially disagreed, saying that there had been a high degree of 
standardization in the examinations which had been brought about through mutual cooperation 
of the VECs. Furthermore, "VECs are capable of satisfactorily performing the task and are in 
the best position to do it in their role as coordinators." However, the Commission agreed that 
the matter of standardization was important, and stated that the standards and algorithm used 
by the Commission to assemble the question poals would be codified in the rules. The 
Commission noted that BECs may continue to use the FCC question poals for the time being. 
However, the Commission also noted that it does not intend that the poals remain static but 
they "should track the dynamism in Amateur Radio technalogy." 

Transferring the question poals to the VECs results in the deletion of PR Bulletins 
1035A, B, C, and D which contain the question pools for each license class. Since FCC rules 
now specify the scope of the written examination for each element, the topics and percentage 
of questions that should be selected for each element topic, PR Bulletin 1035, the study guide 
for FCC Amateur Radio license examinations, is also eliminated. 

This FCC action is a further step in what it calls the privatization of examination 
functions of the Amateur Radio Service. "Happenings", October QST, will carry the exact 
Part 97 changes. Copies of the Report and Order are available from HQ for an SASE plus 3 
units of first-class postage. 


Fuji Satellite Launched 
The JAS-1 satellite, now called "Fuji", has reached its planned circular orbit. The 


time of "birth" was 21 hours, 47 minutes 07 seconds UTC on August 12. 
The following are the Fuji operating frequencies: 
Mode JA uplink: 145.900 to 146.000 MHz 
Mode JA downlink: 435.900 to 435.800 MHz (Inverting transponder) 
Operating frequencies for mode JA, the Mode J analog mode for SSB and CW, may be 
determined as follows. The sum of the uplink and downlink frequencies equals 581.800 MHz 
exclusive of Doppler shift. For example, if the uplink is 145.920 MHz, the downlink will be 
435.880 Mhz. Conversely, if the downlink is to be 435.810 MHz, the uplink should be set for 
145.990 MHz. In both these examples, the sum of the uplink and downlink equals 581.800 
MHz. 
The beacon is now operational on 435.795 MHz, sending 20 WPM CW telemetry. 
Mode JD, the digital mode J, will be activated in several weeks. The Mode J Analog 
Transponder is now available for use. Amateurs are requested to use the minimum power 
necessary.

Commission Proposes Automatic Transmitter Identification 

The Commission has proposed establishing an automatic transmitter identification 
system (ATIS) signal on all satellite video uplinks and asked for comments on an ATIS system 
for all services and radio transmitting devices in Gen. Docket 86-337. 

ATIS is a unique, unchangeable identifying number assigned to each transmitter at the 
time of manufacture, plus some correlation of the number to a sata base identifying the 
licensee. This signature is automatically added to the unit's transmission and provides positive 
identification of each radiated signa. 

The Commission pointed out the urgent need for an automatic identification on 
satellite uplinks, especially in the wake of the recent "Captain Midnight" episode, where an 
operator using a powerful transmitter overrode the programming of Home Box Office to insert 
his own brief message seen by viewers in various parts of the country. Since traditional 
search methods used to identify and resalve interference sources on terrestrial systems are 
ineffective on satellite systems, ATIS would provide an effective identifier to help cope with 
increasing unintentional and intentional interference. All regulated video satellite uplinks 
would be required to include ATIS on their radiated signal after December 31, 1987. 


Spectrum Allocated for Mobile, Cellular Radio and Mobile Satellite 
In an unrelated set of decisions, the Commission allocated spectrum for the mohile, 


cellular radio and mobile satellite services. Specifically, the actions are as follows: 

— Authorized 10 MHz of additional spectrum for Private Land Mobile use by making available 
the 896-901 and 935-940 MHz bands to accomodate entities other than safety; 

— Allocated two megahertz - 901-902 and 940-941 - for a new General Purpose Mohile Radio 
Service accessible to all mobile users; 

— Allocated an additional 10 MHz of spectrum for use by cellular radio systems: the 824-825, 
845-846.5, 869-870 and 890-891.5 MHz bands for nonwireline carmers and the 846.5-849 and 
891.5-894 MHz bands for wireline carriers, thus allowing each type of carmer a total of 25 
MHz. 

— Allocated 27 MHz in the L-band — 1545-1559 and 1646.5—1660.5 MHz — of the 
Aeronautical Mobile-Satellite Service to the Mobile Satellite Service. 

— Also, 6 MHz in the UHF band - 821-824 and 866-869 — were allocated to private land 
mobile for public safety entities. 

In authorizing additional spectrum for Private Land Mobile Radio Services other than 
public safety, the Commission noted that the 10 MHz in the 896-901/935-940 MHz bands would 
be divided among three pools as follows: 5 MHz for Specialized Mohile Radio (SMR) systems, 
2.5 MHz for Industrial and Land Transportation Radio Services and 2.5 MHz for the Business 
Radio Service. 

Interpoal sharing among the three will start 36 months after the first radio system 
license is graiited in this band. The FCC also adopted a 12.5 kHz channeling plan with 
provision of technical flexibility for the 896-901 and 935-940 bands. 


Italian Robot/Beacon Station 

Robot station IY4M is now operating on 28195 kHz with either 20 or 2 watts output to 
a ground plane antenna. To contact IY4M, listen for the beacon sending IY4M ROBOT QRV. 
Send your call twice, being careful not to leave any extra space between characters. If the 
Robot hears you, it will ask for a signal report, then send you a report and a greeting in 
English ar one of several other languages. 
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Amateur 902-928 MHz Limitations Clarified 

The Commission has clanfied certain frequency privileges and power limitations on the 
use of the 902-928 MHz frequency band by amateur operators. 

The action partially granted a petition for reconsideration filed by David B. Popkin, 
W2C:Cs 

Specifically, the FCC amended Section 97.67(i) of the miles. While no amateur station 
transmissions are now permitted on 902-928 MHz within 150 miles of the White Sands Missile 
Range, reduced power transmissions (at 50 watts peak envelope output power) are permitted 
between 150 and 200 miles from the boundaries of White Sands Missle Range. The FCC also 
amended Sections 97.7(g)(8) and (9) to clarify that the secondary status of Amateur Radio does 
not bear any relation to certain geographic areas of prohibited operation on the 902-928 MHz 
band. Additionally, the FCC clarified that pulse emissions by amateur stations are permitted 
in the 902-928 MHz band. 

These rules become effective 0001 UTC October 4, 1986. October QST's "Happenings" 
calumn will carry the specific rule changes. 


ARRL Files Comments in RF Lighting Devices Docket 
The ARRL has filed comments regarding the FCC proposal to impose radiation limits 


on radio frequency (RF) lighting devices operating below 30 MHz. This is to ensure that these 
devices do not interfere with other radio services, including the Amateur Service. RF lighting 
is a new technology in which RF energy is used to produce light, apparently more efficiently 
than existing light bulbs. RF bulbs are incidental radiation devices, to the extent that a 
portion af the RF energy escapes into space, with a potential for causing interference. 

In 1983, the ARRL lab conducted tests on several of these bulbs which showed 
interference signal strengths from Sl to S7 on frequencies from 63 kHz to 7300 kHz with the 
receiver using an indoor antenna 3 feet from the RF bulb. The ARRL points out in its 
comments that it believes that the radiation levels of the bulbs tested are considerably less 
than those maximum levels proposed by the Commission in the proposal. In its comments, the 
ARRL suggests that the Commission encourage the private sector to produce an adequate set 
of standards, and that the bulbs carry labels which would educate consumers about the 
potential of interference. 
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FCC Issues New RFI Handbook 

The Field Operations Bureau, FCC, has just released a new Interference Handbook. It 
is the best ever! Written by the Staff of their Public Service Division, the manual identifies 
sources of interference to home entertainment equipment and recommends an appropmate 
solution. 

Covered is interference involving two-way transmitters, television, computers, paging 
systems, VCR's, TV booster amplifiers, telephones, electronic organs, AM/FM radios, 
stereo-hi-fi equipment as well as electrical power and power line RFL 

A chapter lists dozens of manufacturers af consumer electronics and what each will do 
to assist the public with RFI problems invalving their equipment. Performance ratins of 
low-pass, high-pass, power line and other filters are also given. 

Step-by-step transmitter (and television) modification instructions advise qualified 
technicians how to evict RF interference. An interference check list tells amateur operators 
what to do when they get a report of TVL 

The 64-page full-color handbook will be available at all FCC Field Offices shortly. It 
is must reading for every ham operator!
